PARIS, Dec. 20.—F.eld Marshal 


von Hindenburg has telegraphed the 
Berlin government advising it of 
his intention to form a new front 
six miles behind the neutral zone 
fixed by the armistice, according 
to a dispatch to Le Journal from 
Zurich today, 

The government has asked the 
f'eld marshal for an _ explanation, 
adds the dispatch, but has not yet 
received a reply.

STAND BEHIND WILSON 


ESTERDAY’S San Fran- 
cisco Call contained an ed- 
itorial that should be read by 
every American citizen and if 
we were running the government 
we would have it emblazoned 
on the dead walls of the country 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and send it out to the congres- 
gional constituency throughout 
the length and breadth of the 
land, instead of the Congression- 
al Record. We copy and sub- 
mit it as being a classic epic of 
true American sentiment: 
“On the surface, Mr. Wil- 
son’s trip to Europe is a trium- 
phal procession. No king ever 
had a more resounding. welcome, 
none, perhaps, ever had so sin- 
cerely friendly a welcome, for 
into the welcomes of kings there 
has always entered an element 
of calculation. In the crowd 
which cheered the first Nano- 
leon when he came back from 
Elba there must have been a 
good many who were ‘wondering 
what effect his return would have 
upon business, how they could 
‘square things’ with him after 
their support of the rejuvenated 
Capet monarchy or _ whether 
they could get or keep as good 
a job under Napoleon as they 
had under Louis. No such con- 
siderations enter into Mr. Wil- 
son’s welcome. He has no jobs 
to give. All that France sees in 
him is the hope that the. fright- 
ful bloodletting of the past four 
years and a half will not have 
to be repeated. 


“No doubt this is flattering. 
It might turn a weaker head and 
bend a less stubborn will. Bul 
behind this triumphant Wilson 
ig another Wilson—a man who 
stands upon the sword’s edge 
between victory and defeat, o 
man who, left alone after a 
tumultuous day, must suffer 
agonizing doubts and feel that 
need which Lincoln was_ not 
ashamed to meet with prayer.
